County Drouth Loan Board revealed 
in a public statement Tuesday night. 


The announcement was made by W. 


Y. Foster and H. M. Stephens. The 
third member, Ford Johnson, is ill at 
his homo in Columbus. 


Bid For $60,000 


Approximately 400 applications for 


loans totalling ?60,000 have been sub- 
mitted to the Memphis office, of which 
but 20, for total allotments of $3,000 
have been approved, and 40 per cent 
in cash received. The 
board 
said 


Tuesday night that checks for the 40 
per cent installment of the $3,000 al- 
ready approved, would be placed in 
the mail Wednesday. 


The board's statement, made at the 


beginning of the third week of its re- 
view-work supervising . the applica- 
tions turned over by township com- 
mittees, indicated that the local drouth 
loans arc progressing slowly, being 
hindered by the vast amount of de- 
tail and field work which the gov- 
ernment bureau at Memphis requires. 


Board Urges Patience , 


The statement said: 
"The Hempsteaa- County Boa'rd 'is 


expediting the program with all pos- 
sible haste, but urges the public to be 
patient. We have approved and pass- 
ed on to the Memphis federal loan 
bureau a large amount in prospective 
loans, but fully 75 per cent of the 
applications have come back to us for 
further details. It is necessary for all 
applicants, and all committeemen, to 
use the greatest care in filling out the 
forms properly." 


Three Cmilions Issued 


The board issued the following sug- 


gestions to applicants: 


1. The applicant must pledge him- 


self to plant oats or sorghum or peas, 
or all of them. He must plant at 
least a quarter of an acre of potatoes, 
and must guarantee to raise a home 
garden. 


2. It is absolutely necessary that all 


questions found in the application be 
answered yes or no .Failure to answer 
any single question will delay the ap- 
plicant in getting his loan. 


3. Where a. tenant is renting land, 


it is necessary that he have a waiver 
from his landlord, which waiver i; 
found on the reverse side of the mort- 
gage; and in addition, the landlord 
must execute a second waiver known 
as Form Seven,

WASHINGTON* A&nwtW develop* 


ment and use in and out of Arkan- 
sas of the clay resources of that 
state are expected to result from an 
industrial survey of the possibilities 
of extension of this industry, which 
is being conducted by the American 
Mining Congress in co-operation with 
the Stale of Arkansas and its com- 
mercial organizations. These surveys, 
which are of a Stale-wide nature, are 
jeing conducted by Dr. Henry Mace 
Payne, consulting engineer to the 
American Mining Congress. A pre- 
iminary examination of the situation 
las revealed the fact that the clays 
of Arkansas arc of wide variety, ex- 
cellent qulity, arid o {sufficient ex- 
tent to warrant the development of a 
diversified ceramic industry in the 
state. These resources have been stu- 
died and reported on by the U. S. 
ecological Survey and the Arkansas 
Ucological Survey. These clays are 
'ound in the southeastern one-third 
section of tho stale Ln the coastal 
ilnn, and are cpablc of production 
nto tile, drain pipe, terra cotta, and 
articles. The clay resources for these 
purposes exist mainly in Saline, Hot 
Spring, Dallas, Ouachita and Nevada 
counties, while high temperature por- 
celain clays arc found in western 
Pike county, 
' 


• "Niloak" pottery, of natural sclnys, 
mixed and burned, comes from Bon- 
ton, 
Saline county. "Camark" pot- 


lery, of Ouachita courijy clays. With a 
variety of glazes yielded by' the addi- 
tion of tianiferous oxides, is made in 
Camden. The products of .Ihese pot- 
teries are being shipped to every state 
in Ihe Union and to many foreign 
countries. Clays especially suited for 
production of vitlrificd paving brick 
are found near Forl Smith, while at 
Piggott, Clay county, a yellow pig- 
ment clay exists. In the region be- 
Iwecn Camden, Ouuchila county, and 
Tcxarkana, Miller county, refractory 
clay for firebrick and sewer pipe arc 
available. Buckner, LaFayelte coun- 
ty, is in Ihe center of a brick, tile and 
pottery area, supplied with natural 
gas, power and transportation. From 
Pine Bluff, Jefferson county, south- 
westward are resources of a good 
brick clay. North of Paragould is to 
be found a deposit of plastic, fine 
grained, buff-burning clay, an near 
Harrisburg a 4 foot bed of plastic fire 
c-la yovcrlying a five foot vein in 
lignite.

A member 
of the Senate banking and cur- 
rency committee, he is serving on 
the Glass subcommittee which is 
investigating the national banking 
laws. While serving in the House 
—1911 to 
1915—Bulkley 
helped 


write the Federal Reserve act and 
his examination of witnesses lias 
demonstrated his broad, knowledge 
of the subject. 
Discussing the in- 


vestigation, Bulkley indicated why 
ho considered the work of more 
nioment than wet speeches at ti lime 
when the wets are virtually power- 
less.

the 


whole fiuostion of national prosper 
ity is directly involved. 
We are 


trying to find out why COOO banks 
have failed in the last 10 years. We 
are going into the causes of the 
Wall Street crash. We are examin- 
ing the operations of the Federal 
Reserve system and the comptrol- 
ler of the currency. 
Wo want to 


know what changes should be made 
in the law and I think we can lind 
some valuuuif remedies."
